safety. Soveral polico detectives wera also 
stationed on the veighbouring mainland;

One of these detec- 
tives reported at soven o'clock Inst night 
that Alves hail loft the neighbourhood and 
was supposed to have taken a boat for 
Hongkong. About the same time a detec- 
tive stutioned in Kowluon had got informa 
tion leading ‘to tho belief that the fugitive 
had returned to Kowlocn, 

THE ARREST. 

Jn consequence of this information In- 
spector Mackie, Sergt. Niven and Chinese 
Acting Sergt.
